I An 
official report on the Michigan copper mine 
war and on the efforts made to mediate be- 
tween the operators and the striking miners 
will be issyed by Secretary of Labor Wilsen.

Any officer or agent. teller or clerk, of 
any banking association or savings bank, and 
every individual banker or agent, and every 
private banker or agent, and any teller or 
clerk} of an individual banker or private 
banker who receives any deposit knowing 
that such bank or association or banker is 
insolvent is guilty of misdemeanor if the 
value of such deposit be less than $25; if the 
amount or value of such deposit be $25 or 
over he shall be guilty of a felony.” 

The punishment for the felony is not less 
than a year in prison nor more than five years 
or a fine of not less than $500 nor more than 


r $3,000. 


Will Not Hurry. Case to Jury. 
The Siegel banking case has not yet been 
submitted to a grand jury, it was said at the 
district attorney’s office today, nor that 
step likely to be taken for several days. There 
will be no precipitate action because there 


is no desire to cripple the efforts being made 


to pull something out for the 15,000 depos- 
tors and the creditors of the mercantile enter- 
prises. 

Upon the outcome of the mercantile read- 
justments depends the fate of the depositors, 
who had more than $2,500,000 on deposit in the 
bank, all of which was used to give the other 
enterprises good money at 4% per cent. 

There will be no precfpitancy also that those 
who are running the Chicago store, the parent 
of all the enterprises, may have an oppor- 
tunity to make ready for a strain if drastic 
action is taken against any one in New York 
City. 

Upon the part of Mr. Siegel and Mr. Vogel 
it was pointed out today that they made every 
honest effort to avoid violating the penal law 
once they knew they could not hope to raise 
money to tide them over the crisis. 


Rare Class of Financiering.* 

The audit company which has been going 
over the books is said to have found an 
endless thain system of financing rarely 
seen north of the speculating district. As 
nearly as they can learn from the books, 
the private bank had total deposits of 
$2,550,383 belonging to between 14,000 and 
15,000 persons, 98 per cent wage earners and 
persons in moderate circumstances. The 
bank loaned a little more than $2,400,000 of 
the tal. Of this amount the Simpson- 
ord company got $1,500,000 or there- 
abouts; the Fourteenth’ street store more 
than $500,000, and the Boston store between 
$300,000 and $400,000. 

Henry Siegel personally borrowed $154,000 
while the Merchants’ Express company and 
Henry Siegel & Co., wholesale, had about 
$7,000 apiece. 

To pay off these claims of the depositors 
there now is in sight about $38,000. In addi- 
tion there is the $100,000 bond which, was 
deposited with the state controller by a se- 
curity company and is good.

Opinion in Kansas Case. 

The opinion affects the Kansas commission. 
As it is said the Kansas and Illinois laws are 
identical, it is considered a precedent for the 
new Illinois commission. 

The city hall became excited yesterday over 
the possibilities. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel John W. 
Beckwith said: | 

From information at hand it would seem 
that the ruling will give the Illinois commis- 
sion the right to change rates and other fea- 
tures of contract ordinances between the city 
of Chicago and public service corporations.

Speaks English Well and Is Familiar 
with Problems of People. 


VIENNA, Austria, Jan. 7.—Agamemmon 
Schliemann, who represents Larissa in the 
Greek chamber of deputies, was appointed 
today Greek minister at Washington to suc- 
ceed L. A. Coromilas, according to a tele- 
gram from Athens. 

The new minister, although a Greek sub- 
ject, is a son of the German archzologist and 
traveler, Heinrich Schliemann. 

Mr. Schliemann is 33 years old. He speaks 
English as well as he speaks Greek and is 
familiar with the problems that confront 
his countrymen in America. He received his 
education in Germany and France. His wife, 
the daughter of a Danish merchant, but a 
native of Athens, is considered one of the 
most beautiful women in Greece. 

The new minister is one of the younger 
Greeks chosen by Premier Venizelos for the 
regeneration of Greek politics. He has taken 
a prominent part in domestic affairs of his 
country.

THE STREET LIGHTING SCANDAL. 
One of the most striking facts uncovered 
in the dispute over the cost of street lighting 
is that the chosen representative of the city 


intrusted to his charge. 
The most glaring error of Mr. Palmer— 
namely: that the cost of production of the 


| sanitary district is higher than the price he 


bad negotiated with the Commonwealth Edi- 
son company for the purchase of power—hav- 
ing been thoroughly exposed, there remain 
to be disposed of what it costs the sanitary 
district to produce electricity and what it 
ought to cost the sanitary district to produce 
electricity. 

The demonstrable fact is that the present 
cost of producing electricity is at least twice 
as high as it should be. This excessive cost 
is due to three general conditions: 

(a) Unsystematic engineering plans. 

(b) Groasly padded pay roll costs. 

(c) Unbalanced consumption of the power 
of the plant. 

These three faults are all due to politics, 
but to politics of different kinds. 

The failure of a comprehensive distribu- 
tion system was due to the fact that at the 
time of original construction the city officials 
of Chicago would not cotperate with the 
officials of the sanitary district. 

The city feeder lines were laid out with a 
sole eye to street lighting. Thesanitary dis- 
trict laid out feeder lines to the park syatem, 
the other municipalities, and commercial 
consumers. 

As a result two cables were frequently 
laid where one would have eufficed, and two 
substations were built and operated where 
one could have taken care of the work of 
both. | : 

The contract between the sanitary district 
and the city of Chicago whereby the former 
took over the equipment of the latter was 
to remedy this difference and allow the two 
systems to be worked as one comprehensive 
whole. 

The money paid in buying and building the 
duplicate equipment could not be recouped, 
but much new construction could have been 
obviated and all or nearly all of the commer- 
cial substations qi the cuuitary Matrintcoghe 


| have been aban 


This plan hag not been continued. The 
number of employés in the substations, in- 
stead of having been reduced, bas been 
increased. = 

The number of employés in every branch 
has been multiplied several fold. Technical 
men have been replaced with incompetents, 


honest men with knaves, until the operating 


force of the sanitary district is now a dis- 
grace to the Democratic party and to the 
principle so often enunciated by it—mu- 
nicipal ownership. : 

According to figures furnished to 
finance committee of the city council the 
water power plant runs at 58 per cent effi- 
ciency.” In plain language this means that 
the plant is working 58 per cent of the time. 

In a water power plant it costs no more 
to run a plant 100 per tent efficiency, or 
all the time, than it does to run it at 58 per 
cent effkiency, Pere 08 hale the 
time. 9 27 iy 

With the great ee for power in this 
vicinity the power plant of the sanitary dis- 
trict not only could be run at 100 per cent 
efficiency, or all the time, but e plant several 
times as large as the sanitary district could 
be run in this manner. 

The politics which has prevented this de- 
velopment is the politics of stupidity or else 
the politics of venality. 

The public officials whose activities are so 
rapidly .destroying the value of the power 
plant have laid dire stress on the “ peak 
load.” They point out that if the plant is 
kept busy throughout the day there will be 
thrown upon it a greater demand for power 
during the twilight hours of winter than the 
plant can meet. They ignore the fact that 
they have steam machinery lyimg idle which, 
without any further investment, could be 
operated during these twilight hours to carry 
the peak load. 

If the sanitary district plant were handled 
with only ordinary political efficiency it could 
reduce the price of street lighting to $10 per 
horse power, pay the disputed item of inter- 
est on the investment, and furnish an ample 
residue to pay all the annual expenses of 
maintenance of the drainage canal. 

So great, however, is the inefficiency of the 
management that the Democratic trustees 
of the sanitary district claim, and the Demo- 
cratic city electrician maintains, that the 
taxpayers should be assessed to * 4 
deficit. 

Such is the price that. Chicago must dy 
for the petty jealousies between the Repub- 
lican and Progressive politicians and the 
rapacity of Democratic officeholders.

illuetrious houses of the Russian aris- 

tocracy, though untitled, has just had 

printed for private circulation the let- 

ters and correspondence of that Na- 
talle Narichkine who died at Tsarskoe-Selo 
in 1868 and who was the eldest daughter of 
Gen. Count Theodore Rostoptchine, governor 
of Moscow at the time of its capture by the 
French under Emperor Napoleon, a little 
over 100 years ago. 

The letters and extracts from diaries con- 
tained in the book constitute a most remark- 
able contribution to history. They at length 
determine, beyond all possible doubt, the 
question of the responsibility for the burn- 
ing of Moscow. 

There has always been a controversy as 
to whether the conflagration was @ue to care- 
lessness or to design on the part of the Rus- 
sians or whether it had been ordered by Na- 
poleon himself for the purpose of tmpress- 
ing the Hussian people with a sense of his 
might. 

The book just printed settles for all time 
the controversy. In its pages Natalie Na- 
richkine describes, hour by hour, the fateful 
night of Sept. 13, 1812, when Moscow was 
tet on fire; how the conflagration was ordered 
by her father, Gen. Count Rostoptchine; how 
his principal agents in the affair were his 
own son, Sergius, who was his chief secre- 
tary; the prefect of police, Broker; and a 
trusted retainer of the count of the name of 
Voronenko. 


~~, 

Voronenko and his assistants actually put 
the torch to the various buildings—granaries, 
warehouces, and palaces—which all burst 
into flames in different portions of the city 
at the same moment. Voronenko was killed 
during the night by the French, and so, too 
were his chief assistants. 

Those who managed to escape the French 
perished of want and disease, and from the 
epidemics which broke out after the depar- 
ture of the grand army. 

The widows and children of the men were 
hunted up some time later by Count Ros- 
toptchine, who spent considerable sums of 
money in relieving their destitution. 

Natalie Narichkine, indeed, gives in fae- 
simile a written order of her father on the 
steward of his property at Moscow, dated 
1819, directing him to pay a eum of $2,550 to 
the witow of Voronenko. ‘ 

Neither the emperor nor the Russian gov- 
ernment ever did anything for the family of 
Voronenko and of those others who had 
helped him to set the city of Moscow on fire. 

The general, in a letter to his daughter, 
admite that the emperor, Alexander I., al- 
ways declined to talk about the burning of 
Moscow matter to him. He gave it neither 
his approbation nor yet his disapproval. He

It was the burning of Moscow, and espe- 
cially of its granaries, that forced Napoleon 
to abandon his project of remaining with his 
army at Moscow during the winter and to 
undertake without delay that disastrous re- 
treat which constituted the first crushing 
blow to his prestige and his power.

The chateau is surrounded by a large and 
stately park and is palatial in its internal 
arrangements and decorations, large sums 
having been spent on it by the archduke and 
by his mother. 

It wae in this chateau that the widowed 
duchess spent the last sixteen or seventeen 
years of her life, always awaiting the return 
of that missing son, the one of her children 
whom she loved above all others; and until 
the day of her death every night a lighted 
candle was placed with her own hands in the 
window of her room, looking out onto the 
lake, so that Archduke John, if he came. 
might see that he was awaited and that his 
mother was watching for his return.

CATHOLIC VIEW OF SEX HYGIENS 
a TEACHING. 

Evanston, III., Jan. 7.—{Editor of The Trib- 
une Joseph Medill Patterson, in your 
columns this morning, deals with Catholic 
opposition to the teaching of sex hygiene in 
the public schools, I trust you will not refuse 
publication to such comments as may reason- 
ably be made upon his communication. 

Mr. Patterson takes it for granted that all 
Catholics are opposed to the teaching in ques- 
tion. This may not be altogether true, though 
the tendency is certainly as he assumes. But 
it would be an error to suppose that only 
Catholics take the stand. Asa matter of 
fact many non-Catholics look upon the ex- 
periment with grave suspicion. 

Mr. Patterson thinks it is a phase of the 
old warfare between science and theology. 
This to me is an ill considered statement. 
Surely there is no opposition to science in 
demanding that certain facts be withheld 
from children, who, it is believed, are not pre- 
pared to receive them. No one would gup- 
pose that to omit the teaching of geology, for 
instance, to the younger grades would be 
warfare against science, nor is the attack 
made by theology. Many preachers who, 
we presume, have not abandoned theology, 
advocate sex hygiene teaching. 

Does not every one, friend and foe, under- 
stand that sex hygiene is not a matter of cold 
science? It is adwocated as a means of in- 
fluencing conduct and life. Some hold that 
its influence would be made for betterment; 
others, many Catholics among them, have 
the directly opposite conviction. 

Mr. Patterson thinks that in fair play 
Catholics should abstain from interference 


with the public schools, as non-Catholics 
abstain from meddling with the Catholic 
schools. Does the gentleman suppose that

Baseball today owes its popularity and 
very exist. organization. Such organ- 
ization alone has developed and will preserve 
and perpetuate the game to and for. the 
American people. Nevertheless, organized 
baseball is being attacked today by those 
and those only who desire to reap comimer- 
cial benefits thereby. 


Says Organization Is Stronger. 

Today. however, finds baseball more com- 
pletely and thoroughly organized than ever 
and therefore better able to withstand and 
combat the attacks that are being made upon 
it. The Federal league does not base its at- 
tacks upon an allegation that the public has 
not been given good, clean, high class base- 
ball or that the players have not been fairly 
treated or paid commensurate salaries, but it 
is endeavoring to induce players to break 
their contracts and seeks to excuse and 
justify its conduct upon two legal points, 
namely, the alleged illegality of the reserve 
clause in the players’ contract and the gen- 
eral statements that organized baseball con- 
stitutes a trust.

APPROVE “FEDS”” PARK PLANS 


Architect Submits Drawings to 
Weeghman and Gilmore. 


PROVIDES SEATS FOR 20,000. 


New Plant Will Be Larger than the 
Average in Major Leagues. 


.° Preliminary plans for the Federal league 
plant to be epected:on the north side were, 
‘submitted to President Weeghman of the 
Chicago club by Archtect Z. T. Davis yester- 
day and inspired the approval of the local 
club owner and also of President Gilmore of 
the league. 

The plans as drafted are for a single deck 
grandstand giving a seating capacity of 13,- 
000, of which 3,000 will be box seats. Pavil- 
ions at either end of the main stand will give 
an additional capacity of about 4,000, and 
with the bleacher space available Wis ex- 
pected Mr. Davis can provide seats for 20,000 
persons and still leave a good sized playing 
field, besides space enough outside the stands 
on the corner of Addison and Clark streets 
for stores which will bring good rents. 


„ Bigger than Average Park. 

In the drawings submitted by the architect 
a space of 128 feet abutting on the street was 
left for business purposes, but it was decided 
to reduce this depth to 75 feet, thereby in- 
creasing the surface of the playing field ma- 


from. the home plate to the fence or stand on 
each foul line will be 325 feeet and from the 
home plate there will be a depth of 400 feet 
in center field. This is more spacious than 
the average major. league park. In order 
to get the direct drive of 400 feet the distance 
from the plate to the grandstand will be 80

On the Frying Process. b 

IRST, let it de said that the only place in 

which some women could fry foods com- 

fortably in deep fat would be out of doors 

or where. ventilation Was so perfect that 

all odors would be carried away swiftly. 

There is no discounting the fact that the odor 

of any kind of hot fat makes some people feel 
sick, 

In many sections of Italy, where all or practi- 
cally all cooking is deep fat cooking, those who 
sell foods have their frying kettles in small 
shops, almost entirely open on one or more 
sides. .These tiny food shops in Paris, where 
you can get but one kind of food, such as fried 
potatoes; are half or more open to the Street; 
otherwise the work would hardly be endurable. 

—

Cooking by frying in deep fat is the quickest 
sort of cooking for anything starchy, and often 
the quickest for fish. Tiny fish can be cooked 
in no other way. Broiling comes next, but does 
not heat through and through a food as quickly 
as frying. A cake which would require twenty 
minutes in an oven only requires from five to 
eight in hot fat. Some of the vegetables so 


are incomparably ‘ 

If fat is at the right temperature when food 
is put into it a delicate and easily digestible 
crust is immediately formed, which no fat can 
penetrate. When the piece is taken out it should 
be drained on a kind of paper made just for

There are many kinds of fried pastry molds 
in which to serve meat stews or vegetables in a 
fine way, which can be thexpensively made, but 
they take practice. A cross cook was one who 
failed in his demonstrating to an audience in 
which there were many cooks how to make a 
mold much resembling a flower when perfect.
